CHAPTER 138.
AN ACT to amend section 495—20 and to repeal section 495—
6m of the statutes, authorizing the dissolution of union free
high school districts.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEcTiON 1. Seection 495—20 of the statutes is amendel to
read: Secetion 495—20. 1. The electors of the territory com-
prising a union {ree high school district may, at any annual or
spccial or adjourned meeting or election, vote upon the question
of surrendering the eertificate of organization of the union free
high school district and the dissolving of the union free high
school district; provided, that one-fifth of the clectors * * *
therein shall * * * Jave signed a petition within the year
when such clection shall be held, praying for the submission of
such question at such * * * meeting or election and
¢ * * shall have filed the same with the c¢lerk of such union
free high school district at least twenty days heferesuch * *  *
meeting or eleetion: and cuxcept as hercin otherwise provided no
such. meeting or election shall be held within four years after the
date when such districl was organized; * * * provided that
where there has been a failure to purchase a site and commence
the erection of a proper school building thercon, within one year
after the issuing of the certificate of establishment, such election
may be held at any time after the termination of said year,

2. Upon the filing of such petition with said clerk, * * *
he shall, wherc petitions are already on file at the time of the pass-
age of this act, within a rcasonable time thereafter, * * %
cause ten days’ notice of such purpose to be given by posting at
least. six copies thereof in at least six different publie places in
sueh tract or territory composing such union free high school dis-
trict or by publishing * * * such notice in any newspaper
published in said territory ten days prior to the time set for hold-
ing such meeting. The vote shall he taken and condueted in the
manner prescribed by section 495—9 ef the statutes for the elec-
tion of officers. Those ballofs in favor gf the surrendering of the
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certificate and dissolution of the -union free high school distriet
shall he written or printed ‘‘for surrender,”’ those opposed
‘‘against surrender,’”’ and such union free high school distriet
shall not be dissolved unless a mmajority of the * * * vofes
cast shall be in favor thercof. [If there be in such upion high
school district an incorporated villege there must be a majority of
the votes cast separately in the villuge and in the territory outside
the village in the union high school district in favor thereof.
* * % In no casc shall such dissolution be cffective until the
end of the school year in which such mecting or election is held,
but after a vote has been taken to dissolve any district no bonds
shall be issued nor any tar voted therein.

3. After the dissolution of any such distriet, the property of
such dissolved distriet shall he disposed of and the assets and
debts * * * shall be apportioned and distributed subject to
and in the manner provided by section 424 of the statutes, so far
as the provisions thereof can be made applicable therefor.

SEcTION 2. Section 495—6m of the statutes and all acts and
parts of acts conflicting with the provisions hercof are hereby re-
pealed.

SectionN 3. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

. CHAPTER 139.

AN ACT to amend section 4608f of the statutes, relating to the
sale of cigarettes and cigarette papers and providing pen-
alties.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, representcd in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. Section 4608f of the statutes is amended to read:
Section 4608f. 1. Any person who shall, by himself, his servant
or agent, or as the servant or agent of any other person, directly
or indirectly, or upon any pretense, or by any device, * * *
sell, * * * give away or otherwise dispose of to any minor
* % * any cigarettes, cigarettc paper or cigarette wrappers,
or any substitute therefor, or any paper made or prepared for
the purpose of making cigarettes or any substitute therefor, or for
the purpose of being filled with tobacco for smoking * * *
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall
be punished * * * dn the manner hereinafter provided.
